The prior art cited Is applicable, therefore the reiectlon is maintained. In the remarks on page 5. the last paragraph the 
applicant asserted that each of Independent claims 1 and 3 reguire that "the IP table includes means for each time a frame 
from the MAC layer switching means arrives, updating self-table contents according to the IP address of the frame." These 
arguments fail to specifically point out how the language of the claims is patentablv distinguished from the references. The 
prior art at col. 25. lines 16-36 discloses a table in the address administration device 512 and means for updating said table. 
37 CFR ^ 1.111(c) reguires applicant to "clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the claims present in 
view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the obiections made.
